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Market  Report

At  the  shows 

An  upbeat,  optimistic  attitude  dominated 
numismatic  circles  during  the  past  few  weeks  as 
the  market  showed  further  signs  of  strengthening. 
Trading  activity  was  brisk  at  coin  conventions, 
and  the  demand  for  high-quality  specimens  was  on 
the  rise.  Both  dealers  and  collectors  were  willing  to 
stretch  their  buying  prices  for  top  material,  which 
is  often  an  early  indicator  of  a  general  increase  in 
market  price  levels. 

Attendance  was  impressive  at  the  American  Israeli 
Numismatic  Association  convention  and  the 
Texas  Numismatic  Association  convention.  Both 
events  were  held  April  30-May  3,  which  slightly 
reduced  buying  activity.  The  Georgia  Numismatic 
Association  convention,  held  May  14-17,  was  ex¬ 
tremely  well  attended  with  buyers  paying  well  over 
bid  level  for  many  pieces.  Several  Want  Lists  in¬ 
cluded  Commemorative  Half  Dollars,  Uncirculated 
Gold  issues,  Uncirculated  Silver  Dollars  and  key- 
date  Lincoln  Cents. 

Gold 

Gold  bullion  is  still  hovering  at  the  $482  level,  a 
drop  of  only  $3  since  our  May  report.  Bullion- 
related  items,  such  as  Maple  Leafs  and  Krug- 
gerands,  have  shown  similar  price  changes.  In  the 
collectible  coin  area,  dealers  are  paying  substantial 
premiums  for  Uncirculated  Type  Gold.  Several 
issues,  such  as  the  Liberty  Head  Quarter  Eagle, 
Liberty  Head  Half  Eagle  and  Indian  Head  Eagle, 
appear  to  be  undervalued  and  on  the  verge  of  fur¬ 
ther  price  advances.  Better-date  St.  Gaudens  Dou¬ 
ble  Eagles  are  also  trading  comfortably,  as  are  all 
issues  from  the  Charlotte  and  Dahlonega  mints. 
California  Gold  still  dominates  several  Want  Lists, 
with  collectors  snapping  up  some  of  the  tough 
varieties  available  on  the  market. 

Silver 

Silver  bullion  dropped  less  than  25c,  settling  at  the 
$10.95  level.  Better-date  BU  Silver  Dollar  rolls  re¬ 
main  in  the  forefront  of  the  collectible  coin  area, 
with  the  1883-0,  1884-0  and  1885-0  issues  still 
leading  the  way.  Better-date  Uncirculated  and  Cir¬ 
culated  silver  dollars  are  getting  strong  buyer  atten¬ 
tion,  particularly  San  Francisco  and  Carson  City 


Mint  issues.  At  a  recent  coin  convention,  New 
England  Rare  Coin  Galleries  bought  an  1887-0 
Morgan  Dollar  in  Prooflike  condition  for  $2,500, 
then  immediately  resold  the  coin  to  another  dealer 
for  $3,000.  Accurately  graded  “Full  Band”  Mercury 
Dimes  are  holding  steady,  while  BU  rolls  of 
Franklin  Half  Dollars  are  beginning  to  see  a 
moderate  price  increase.  Walking  Liberty  Half 
Dollars,  which  were  trading  above  bid  levels,  have 
taken  a  slight  dip  in  price. 

Commemoratives 

The  commemorative  silver  market  has  become 
volatile,  with  bid  levels  for  most  issues  fluctuating 
on  a  daily  basis.  But  the  overall  trend  is  upward 
and  most  strictly  graded  MS-65  specimens  are 
commanding  impressive  premiums.  The  Daniel 
Boone  Bicentennial  Half  Dollar  and  the  Texas 
Centennial  Half  Dollar  are  leading  the  way  in 
price  advances.  Though  commemoratives  are  ap¬ 
pearing  on  an  increasing  number  of  Want  Lists, 
selling  lists  are  still  shrinking.  Apparently  many 
collectors  and  dealers  are  taking  a  wait-and-see 
stand  until  the  market  settles  somewhat.  Most 
gold  commemoratives  continue  to  trade  hands  just 
above  bid  levels. 


Copper 

Lincoln  Cents  from  the  1910  to  1920  era  are 
gaining  in  popularity,  particularly  issues  struck  at 
the  Denver  and  San  Francisco  mints.  Buyers  are 
still  willing  to  pay  substantial  premiums  for  ge¬ 
nuine  rarities.  For  example,  a  1922  “Plain”  in 
MS-65,  Brilliant  condition  was  sold  recently  in  the 
$20,000  range,  which  many  market  analysts  con¬ 
sider  a  record  price  level.  Early  Half  Cents  and 
Large  Cents  are  registering  noticeable  advances, 
while  Uncirculated  Indian  Head  Cents  are  still  ac¬ 
tively  being  sought.  Most  issues  of  circulated  cop¬ 
per  are  trading  comfortably  at  bid  levels. 

Currency 

As  reported  last  month,  the  currency  market  con¬ 
tinues  to  show  slight  upward  price  movement. 
However,  it  is  difficult  to  determine  whether  this 
rebounding  activity  is  a  short-term  price  increase, 
or  the  first  step  in  a  long-term  rise  in  prices.  Later 
this  month,  at  the  81st  International  Paper  Money 
Show  in  Memphis,  Tennessee,  buying  prices  will 
act  as  a  barometer  of  future  market  developments.

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Lincoln  Cents 


The  Lincoln  Cent: 
Portrait  Of  A  President

he  Lincoln  Cent  series,  the  longest  running 
series  in  the  history  of  U.S.  coinage,  is 
often  referred  to  as  the  cornerstone  of 
American  numismatics.  Many  of  today’s  most 
sophisticated  collectors  began  their  collecting 
careers  by  attempting  to  fill  department  store  coin 
folders  with  circulated  specimens  of  Lincoln  Cents. 
Novices  found  it  relatively  easy  to  assemble  a 
nearly-complete  date  and  mintmark  set  from  coins 
in  circulation.  Once  introduced  to  the  hobby, 
many  beginners  moved  on  to  collect  more  valuable 
numismatic  rarities. 

A  large  number  of  these  hobbyists  remained 
faithful  to  the  Lincoln  Cent  series,  which  is 
evidenced  by  the  fact  that  Uncirculated  “original” 
mint  red  specimens  of  many  issues  are  trading  at 
record  price  levels.  Collectors  and  investors  alike 
have  come  to  realize  both  the  numismatic  merit 
and  financial  potential  of  high-quality  Lincoln 
Cents,  particularly  pre-1934  issues. 

The  Lincoln  Cent,  introduced  in  1909  to  com¬ 
memorate  the  100th  anniversary  of  President 
Abraham  Lincoln’s  birth,  was  the  first  regular-issue 
U.S.  coin  to  bear  the  portrait  of  a  famous 
American.  At  this  time,  public  sentiment  sur¬ 
rounding  the  Lincoln  centennial  outweighed  the 
long-standing  prejudice  against  using  a  portrait  on 
a  coin.  Even  President  Theodore  Roosevelt  favored 
the  idea  of  a  “Lincoln  coin”  when  it  was  brought 
to  his  attention  by  artist  Victor  D.  Brenner.  One 
other  factor  contributed  to  this  change.  A  com¬ 
memorative  stamp  honoring  Lincoln  was  to  be 
issued  in  1909,  and  coin  collectors  supported  a 
similar  expression  on  a  coin.  However,  they 
wanted  it  to  be  a  business  strike,  rather  than  a 
commemorative  coin  which  would  see  limited  cir¬ 
culation. 


At  that  time,  only  the  Indian  Head  Cent  and 
Liberty  Head  Nickel  were  eligible  for  design 
changes,  because  federal  law  stated  that  the  life 
span  of  a  coin  design  had  to  be  at  least  25  years. 
Since  the  Indian  Head  design  had  been  in  ex¬ 
istence  since  1859,  mint  officials  decided  the  time 
was  right  for  a  design  change. 

Once  the  denomination  was  determined,  President 
Roosevelt  immediately  commissioned  Brenner  for 
the  project  without  inviting  any  other  artists  to 
participate.  Roosevelt  had  met  Brenner  the  year 
before,  while  posing  for  the  Roosevelt-Panama 
Canal  Medal.  He  was  shown  a  plaque  of  Lincoln, 
which  Brenner  had  already  completed  for  the 
100th  anniversary  celebration.  Roosevelt  was  quite 
impressed  with  the  portrait  and  decided  that,  with 
minor  modifications,  the  design  could  be  used  on 
the  new  cent.  There  was  little  doubt  that  Brenner 
was  eminently  qualified  for  the  commission.  His 
reputation  as  a  sculptor-medalist  was  already  well 
established,  since  he  had  studied  under  Roty  in 
France  and  had  exhibited  in  Paris,  London  and 
Berlin. 


Within  weeks,  Brenner  had  modified  his  plaque 
design.  In  his  own  words,  he  described  the  revised 
portrait  as  “.  .  .  more  intimate,  deeper,  more  kind 
and  personal.  It  is  closer  to  the  man;  it  makes  you 
feel  that  you  are  sitting  with  him  in  his  library.” 
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Lincoln  Cents 


Meanwhile,  Brenner  was  asked  to  come  up  with  a 
reverse  design  for  the  cent.  He  surprised  Mint  of¬ 
ficials  by  brazenly  submitting  a  copy  of  a  standing 
figure  of  Liberty  taken  from  the  obverse  of  the 
French  two-franc  piece.  After  returning  to  the 
drawing  board,  Brenner  came  up  with  a  suitable 
design  of  a  single  wheat  ear  on  either  side  of  the 
denomination.  Mint  officials  were  pleased  with  the 
simplicity  of  this  new  design. 

The  original  sketches  of  the  Lincoln  Cent  design 
included  the  artists  name  “BRENNER”  on  the 
reverse.  However,  officials  thought  the  name  was 
too  prominent,  so  the  initials  “VDB”  were 
substituted  when  the  dies  were  engraved  for  the 
coin.  Another  last-minute  change  was  the  addition 
of  the  words,  “IN  GOD  WE  TRUST.”  President 
Taft,  Roosevelt’s  successor,  insisted  that  the  motto 
appear  on  the  coin.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that 
Congress  authorized  the  use  of  this  expression  on 
coinage  on  March  3,  1865,  during  Lincoln’s  tenure 
of  office.  The  1909  issue  marked  the  first  time  that 
“IN  GOD  WE  TRUST,”  and  the  word  “LIBER¬ 
TY”  appeared  on  a  one  cent  piece. 

The  popular  1909-S  VDB  issue 

More  than  25,000,000  cents  were  struck  at 
the  Philadelphia  Mint  before  being 
released  for  general  circulation  on 
August  2,  1909.  The  initial  demand  for  the  coins 
was  spectacular  and  the  Mint  was  forced  to  limit 
two  per  customer.  Newsboys  sold  them  at  two  for 
five  cents.  Within  a  few  days,  however,  the  coin 
was  denounced.  Some  argued  that  the  size  was 
too  thick  for  vending  machines.  Most  objections 
revolved  around  the  fact  that  Brenner’s  initials 
were  too  visible  and  detracted  from  the  design. 

As  the  artist  described  the  situation  in  a  letter  to 
numismatist  Farran  Zerbe:  “Much  fume  has  been 
made  about  my  initials  as  means  of  advertise¬ 
ment;  such  is  not  the  case.  The  very  talk  the  in¬ 
itials  has  brought  out  has  done  more  good  for 
Numismatics  than  it  could  do  me  personally.” 

The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  yielded  to  the  storm 
of  protests  against  the  cent  and  ordered  produc¬ 
tion  stopped.  Because  any  letter  change  required  a 
two-week  shutdown,  Mint  officials  decided  to 
remove  the  initials  entirely  and  coinage  was  re¬ 
sumed  within  a  few  days.  During  this  confusion, 
the  San  Francisco  Mint  had  begun  producing  the 
VDB  issue  and  484,000  1909-S  VDB  cents  were 
struck  before  mintage  was  interrupted.  Coins  from 
this  issue  have  become  the  single  most  popular 


items  of  the  entire  Lincoln  Cent  series  and  MS-65 
specimens  are  today  valued  at  about  $2,000. 

When  the  revised  coins  without  Brenner’s  initials 
were  released,  the  public  protested  once  again. 
Many  people  believed  that  an  identifying  mark 
was  an  artist’s  just  reward.  But  the  initials  were 
not  restored  until  the  1918  issue,  when  they  were 
inconspicuously  placed  at  the  truncation  of  the 
bust  of  Lincoln.  The  letters  are  so  tiny  that  a 
magnifying  glass  is  needed  and  the  coin  must  be 
viewed  at  an  angle. 


The  Lincoln  Cent  was  initially  comprised  of  95% 
copper  and  5%  tin  and  zinc,  an  alloy  that  re¬ 
mained  unchanged  for  33  years.  During  the  height 
of  World  War  II,  there  was  a  copper  shortage  and 
the  Mint  was  forced  to  seek  a  substitute.  After 
reviewing  several  alternatives,  including  plastic,  the 
federal  government  decided  that  zinc-coated  steel 
was  the  best  option.  Thus,  the  1943  Lincoln  Cent 
was  made  of  a  low-grade  carbon  steel  with  a  thin 
zinc  coating  to  prevent  corrosion.  The  size  of  the 
coin  remained  the  same,  but  the  weight  was  re¬ 
duced  slightly  because  of  the  lighter  alloy.  It  is  esti¬ 
mated  that  the  copper  released  from  production 
that  year  was  enough  to  supply  U.S.  field  guns 
with  1  lA  million  shells. 


Sometime  that  year,  an  unknown  number  of 
bronze  Lincoln  Cents,  dated  1943,  were  struck  by 
the  Mint.  Although  Mint  officials  officially  deny 
their  existence,  several  specimens  have  been  traded 
both  publically  and  privately  since  1943.  It  is 
generally  believed  that  bronze  blanks  from  the 
1942  issue  somehow  found  their  way  to  the  press 
during  the  striking  of  the  1943  “steel”  cents.  As 
R.S.  Yeoman  states  in  A  Guide  Book  of  United 
States  Coins:  “No  bronze  cents  were  officially 
issued  in  1943.  A  few  specimens  struck  on  bronze 
planchets  by  error  are  known  to  exist.” 

In  1944,  the  Mint  began  using  expended  shell  cases 
for  the  cent.  Because  tin  was  eliminated  from  the 
alloy,  the  color  was  slightly  different  for  Uncir¬ 
culated  specimens.  In  virtually  every  other  respect, 
however,  the  coin  was  identical  to  the  1918-1942

The  Washington  Quarter  was  struck  as  a  com¬ 
memorative  coin  in  1932,  marking  the  200th  an¬ 
niversary  of  George  Washington’s  birthday.  After 
a  one-year  hiatus,  the  quarter  became  a  regular 
issue  coin  in  1934.  John  Flanagan,  a  prominent 
New  York  sculptor,  designed  the  coin,  but  his 
commission  was  shrouded  in  controversy.  Ap¬ 
parently  an  open  design  competition  was  held  for 
the  quarter  and  out  of  100  entries,  Mrs.  Laura 
Gardin  Fraser  was  named  winner.  (She  was  a  well- 
known  sculptor-medalist  who  designed  the  Oregon 
Trail  Half  Dollar).  However,  Treasury  Secretary 
Andrew  W.  Mellon  opposed  this  decision,  and  his 
influence  resulted  in  Flanagan  receiving  the  com¬ 
mission.

This  issue  preceeded  a 
17-year  gap  in  silver  dollar  production  that  was 
caused  by  a  bullion  shortage.  Over  the  next 
several  years,  hundreds  of  thousands  of  Uncir¬ 
culated  Morgan  Dollars  from  previous  issues  were 
released  from  Treasury  vaults  for  circulation.  In 
1921,  following  World  War  I,  silver  dollar  produc¬ 
tion  was  resumed,  and  the  Morgan  design  was 
issued  until  the  Peace  Dollar  was  adopted  later 
that  year.

variety.  (A  few  1944  cents  are  also  believed  to  have 
been  struck  on  1943  “steel”  planchets,  creating 
another  rarity  —  the  1944  “steel”  cent.)  In  1947, 
the  original  alloy  was  resumed  and  the  cent  re¬ 
mained  unchanged  for  22  years. 

The  Lincoln  Memorial  reverse 

n  1959,  as  part  of  the  150th  anniversary 
celebration  of  Lincoln’s  birth,  the  reverse  of 
the  cent  was  revised.  Once  again,  as  in  1909, 
there  was  no  formal  competition  for  a  new 
design.  Assistant  Engraver  Frank  Gasparro 
prepared  the  winning  entry,  which  was  similar  to 
the  reverse  of  the  five  dollar  bill.  His  design 
showed  the  Lincoln  Memorial  in  Washington, 
D.C.,  as  viewed  from  the  front.  The  motto,  “E 
PLURIBUS  UNUM,”  and  the  words  “UNITED 
STATES  OF  AMERICA”  appeared  above  the 
Memorial  and  the  denomination  was  shown  at  6 
o’clock.  The  artist’s  initials  were  located  at  the 
lower  right  side  of  the  Memorial. 


The  Lincoln  Memorial  reverse,  introduced  in  1959,  <was 
similar  to  the  reverse  of  the  five  dollar  bill,  but  collectors 
were  disappointed  that  much  of  the  design  detail  was  lost  on 
the  coin.  In  contrast,  the  currency  has  shading  to  give  the 
design  a  feeling  of  depth. 


Collectors  eagerly  awaited  the  new  cent.  This  was 
the  first  change  in  regular  coinage  since  the  in¬ 
troduction  of  the  Franklin  Half  Dollar  in  1948.  Yet 
when  it  was  finally  released,  many  expressed  disap¬ 
pointment  that  much  of  the  design  detail  was  lost 
on  such  a  tiny  coin.  They  felt  that  a  lack  of 
shading  erased  any  feeling  of  depth.  In  contrast, 
the  reverse  of  the  five  dollar  bill  had  shadows 
breaking  up  the  lines  of  the  building  and  giving 
the  design  more  perspective.  Since  1959,  the  Lin¬ 
coln  Cent  has  had  no  major  design  changes, 
though  over  the  years  the  portrait  has  been  re¬ 
duced  slightly  and  the  size  of  the  engraver’s  initials 
has  been  modified. 


The  composition  of  the  cent  remained  the  same 
until  1962,  when  tin  was  again  eliminated  from  the 
alloy.  Mint  officials,  remembering  the  1944-1946 
variety,  decided  this  change  would  not  affect  the 
wearing  qualities  of  the  coin  though  it  would  result 
in  production  advantages.  The  coin  escaped 
another  composition  change  in  1974,  when  copper 
prices  escalated  to  a  record  high  and  the  treasury 
department  considered  aluminum  as  an  alter¬ 
native.  The  vending  machine  industry  and  the 
medical  profession  vehemently  opposed  such  a 
change.  (The  American  Academy  of  Pediatrics  was 
upset  because  thousands  of  children  swallow  cents 
each  year  and  aluminum  does  not  show  up  on 
x-rays.)  During  this  controversy,  the  price  of  cop¬ 
per  took  a  downhill  swing  and  Mint  officials  de¬ 
cided  the  change  was  unnecessary. 

Recently,  however,  the  price  of  copper  has  become 
extremely  volatile.  When  the  metal  rises  above 
$1.12  a  pound,  which  has  occurred  several  times 
during  the  last  two  years,  production  costs  for  a 
single  cent  exceeds  the  coin’s  value.  In  addition, 
when  these  peaks  occur,  speculators  hoard  the 
cents  hoping  to  make  a  profit.  As  a  responding 
measure,  the  treasury  department  plans  to  change 
the  composition  of  the  cent  to  97.6%  zinc  and 
2.4%  copper  by  the  fall  of  1982.  Officials  agree  that 
zinc  prices  are  more  stable  than  copper  since  they 
are  subject  to  less  price  fluctuations.  The  new  com¬ 
position  will  be  phased  in  gradually  and  the  size 
and  thickness  of  the  cent  will  remain  the  same  as 
the  current  variety. 

Today,  collectors  and  investors  interested  in  Lin¬ 
coln  Cents  specialize  in  either  a  complete  set  from 
1909  to  date,  or  a  “short”  set  from  1941  to  date. 
Both  are  peppered  with  an  interesting  selection  of 
numismatic  rarities  that  currently  offer  tremendous 
financial  potential.  Because  copper  is  extremely 
susceptible  to  “carbon  spotting,”  many  enjoy  the 
challenge  of  assembling  an  Uncirculated  set  of 
original  mint  red  specimens. 

Key  dates  include  the  popular  1909-S  VDB,  dis¬ 
cussed  earlier  in  this  article,  and  the  1914-D,  which 
is  the  rarest  of  the  regular  issue  Denver  Lincoln 
Cents.  A  great  deal  of  publicity  has  surrounded 
this  issue  because  there  are  a  number  of 
counterfeits  on  the  market.  Coin  alterers  have 
been  known  to  cut  away  part  of  the  first  “4  on  a 
genuine  1944-D.  (An  altered  coin  will  have  slightly 
more  space  between  the  “9”  and  second  “1”  of  the 
date.  Also,  engraver’s  initials  should  not  appear  on 
a  genuine  1914-D.) 
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Another  key  to  the  series  is  the  1922  “Plain” 
variety.  This  coin  was  struck  at  the  Denver  Mint 
—  as  all  cents  were  that  year  —  but  the  “D”  mint- 
mark  did  not  show  because  of  a  filled  die. 
Counterfeits  are  also  rampant  with  this  issue  and  a 
genuine  Uncirculated  specimen  is  a  great  rarity.  A 
1922  “Plain”  in  MS-65  currently  retails  at  about 
$12,000. 

Many  collectors  include  at  least  one  Matte  Proof 
specimen  in  their  collection.  When  these  coins 
were  first  released  in  1909,  they  were  shunned  by 
collectors  who  were  used  to  the  Brilliant  Proof 
finish  on  Indian  Head  Cents.  Since  the  Matte 
Proof  finish  was  difficult  to  distinguish  from  Uncir¬ 
culated  issues,  a  large  number  were  lost  to  the 
numismatic  fraternity  by  entering  circulation.  This 
variety  was  short-lived,  officially  ending  in  1916, 
though  a  unique  1917  specimen  was  struck  as  part 
of  a  Proof  set.  The  most  costly  Matte  Proof 
specimen  is  the  1909  VDB,  which  presently  retails 
at  about  $3,000  in  Proof-65. 


The  “short”  Lincoln  set  contains  one  of  the  more 
interesting  numismatic  blunders  in  modern 
coinage  history  —  the  1955  Double  Die.  This 
variety  was  created  when  a  working  die  was  struck 
twice  by  the  master  hub.  As  a  result,  each  coin 
struck  from  this  die  appeared  doubled.  (In  con¬ 
trast,  a  double  struck  coin  is  when  the  planchet  is 
actually  hit  twice.)  A  smaller  amount  of  1972  cents 
with  obverses  struck  from  a  doubled  die  are  also 
known  to  exist.  This  is  the  second  most  difficult 
issue  to  obtain  in  the  “short”  set. 

Outside  of  numismatics,  the  diminutive  Lincoln 
Cent  is  one  of  the  nation’s  most  popular  coins. 
After  72  years  in  existence,  there  are  no  current 
plans  to  end  the  series.  In  fact,  in  1975  when  the 
Research  Triangle  Institute  recommended  the  cent 
be  discontinued  because  of  its  limited  use  and  in¬ 
creasing  cost  of  manufacture,  the  proposal  was 
quickly  squelched  by  consumers  and  tax  agencies. 

Though  the  days  are  long  past  when  a  single  Lin¬ 
coln  Cent  bought  a  piece  of  “penny  candy,”  a 
newspaper,  or  a  slab  of  bubble  gum,  this  tiny 
bronze  coin  still  performs  a  necessary  function  in 
today’s  modern  society.

At  the  recent  Basel  Auction  in 
Switzerland,  for  example,  a  Spanish  1773  8-reales 
in  Proof  was  offered  for  an  estimated  $2,700. 

When  the  coin  cold,  however,  it  was  for  a  record 
high  price  of  $20,000. 

Market  activity  like  this  has  fired  widespread  en¬ 
thusiasm  for  world  coins  among  many  collectors 
who,  in  the  past,  had  only  collected  U.S.  coinage. 
In  fact,  some  collectors  have  seen  parallels  between 
the  current  state  of  the  world  coin  market  and  the 
early  stages  of  the  U.S.  rare  coin  boom  that  peak¬ 
ed  last  summer.  The  first  indication  of  that  boom 
was  the  widespread  willingness  of  rare  coin  dealers 
to  pay  more  than  the  asking  price  for  Gem-quality 
U.S.  coins.  Today,  that  same  attitude  seems 
prevalent  among  dealers  for  world  coins. 

What’s  more,  U.S.  coin  collectors  have  noticed 
that  the  world  coin  market  seems  to  have  one  ad¬ 
vantage  that  the  U.S.  coin  market  lacked.  World 
coin  prices  advance  in  a  “leap-frog”  manner,  with 
the  buying  habits  of  foreign  countries  affecting  the 
world  coin  buying  habits  of  the  U.S.  market. 

For  instance,  if  the  collector  demand  for  German 
coins  increases  in  this  country,  many  U.S.  dealers 
tend  to  outbid  German  buyers  for  German  coins. 
Our  market  thus  “leaps  ahead”  of  Germany’s  for 
German  coins.  But  as  German  collectors  and 
dealers  realize  that  they’re  experiencing  U.S.  com¬ 
petition  for  their  coins,  they,  in  turn,  become 
more  aggressive  in  their  purchasing.  This  causes 
German  buyers  to  begin  outbidding  Americans, 
and  prices  in  Germany  “leap  ahead”  of  U.S. 
prices.  The  more  times  this  happens  —  i.e.  the

more  one  market  leaps  ahead  of  the  other  —  the 
more  world  coin  prices  tend  to  increase. 

In  addition  to  monetary  considerations,  however, 
there  are  also  many  other  reasons  why  world  coins 
are  becoming  so  popular  today.  Probably  most 
significant  is  the  fact  that  many  world  coins  are 
works  of  art.  Foreign  engravers  have  traditionally 
been  allowed  more  artistic  freedom  than  was  per¬ 
mitted  their  U.S.  counterparts.  As  a  result, 
whether  depicting  religious  or  historical  themes, 
the  virtues  of  the  issuing  state  or  royal  portraiture, 
many  foreign  coins  are  miniature  masterpieces. 

Another  reason  for  U.S.  collectors  now  being  at¬ 
tracted  to  world  coins  is  that  these  collectibles 
have  historically  been  undervalued  in  relation  to 
comparable  U.S.  coins.  For  example,  an  American 
1894  Barber  Dime  in  Proof  was  valued  three  years 
ago  at  $450,  while  a  foreign  coin  of  equivalent  rari¬ 
ty  —  a  German  1908  Half  Mark  in  Proof  —  had 
an  estimated  worth  of  only  $50.  Even  today,  those 
same  two  coins  are  valued  at  $2,500  and  $450, 
respectively. 


Historically,  however,  world  coins  have  been  very 
popular  collectibles.  In  the  past,  Roman  patricians 
collected  Greek  coins,  14th  century  Italian  nobles 
collected  Roman  coins,  and  the  English  upper 
classes  considered  the  study  of  ancient  world  coins 
an  integral  part  of  a  proper  education.  Americans 
are  currently  overcoming  their  own  national 
preference  for  U.S.  coins  to  also  appreciate  world 
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coins’  merit  as  a  means  of  diversifying  U.S.  rare 
coin  collections.  A  diversified  collection  is  not  only 
more  interesting  than  one  featuring  coins  of  just 
one  country,  it’s  often  more  marketable  when  it 
comes  time  to  sell. 

As  another  contributing  factor  to  world  coin 
growth,  several  new  publications  on  the  subject 
have  recently  been  introduced.  Foremost  among 
these  is  the  Standard  Catalog  of  World  Coins, 
released  by  Krause  publications.  With  its 
thousands  of  prices  and  mintage  figures,  the 
Standard  Catalog  has  removed  much  of  the 
mystery  from  collecting  world  coins.  Another 
very  important  publication  is  Les  Fox’s  new  In¬ 
ternational  Green  Sheet.  Like  its  U.S.  counter¬ 
part,  The  Coin  Dealer  Newsletter,  (“The  Grey 
Sheet”),  the  The  Green  Sheet  summarizes  im¬ 
portant  trends  in  the  world  coin  market. 


In  general,  world  coins  from  those  countries  with 
strong  collector  bases  and  active  economies  have 
shown  the  greatest  tendencies  to  increase  in 
value.  For  a  more  detailed  explanation  of  the 
world  coin  market,  please  don’t  hesitate  to  con¬ 
tact  New  England  Rare  Coin  Galleries’  World 
Coin  Division. 


Market  Report

German  coins  have  been  leading  all  other  world 
coins  in  popularity  in  the  U.S.  over  the  past  few 
months.  In  fact,  coinage  from  the  German  states 
from  1800  to  1872  —  especially  in  Mint  State  —  is 
becoming  very  difficult  to  locate.  The  very 
popular  commemorative  series  from  the  Weimar 
Republic  (1923  to  1933)  in  Mint  State  and  Proof 
are  also  a  challenge  to  find. 


Another  area  that’s  experiencing  healthy  growth 
is  coinage  from  Canada  and  the  Maritimes,  in¬ 
cluding  minor  coinage  from  1858  to  1936,  Silver 
Dollars  from  1935  to  1955,  and  all  Mint  State 
gold.  Interest  is  also  increasing  in  very  rare 
Specimen  Proof  issues.  It’s  unfortunate  that  this 
last  area  has  traditionally  been  overlooked  by  col- 
lector/investors  since  many  of  these  coins  were 
struck  for  official  presentation  to  VIP’s  and  were 
therefore  mintages  of  fewer  than  25  pieces. 


Fractional  Currency  continues  to  show  slow  price 
advances,  though  there  is  still  a  lack  of  Choice 
and  Gem  material  on  the  market.  Uncut  currency 
sheets  are  also  holding  steady,  particularly  issues  in 
Uncirculated  Gem  condition.  Choice  and  Gem 
quality  notes  in  the  under  $4,000  range  have 
reached  a  low  point,  but  they  are  expected  to  en¬ 
joy  a  flurry  of  price  jumps  in  the  near  future.  This 
is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  dealers  and  collectors 
are  willing  to  buy  the  notes  at  higher  rates  than 
one  or  two  months  ago. 


World  Coins 

World  coins  are  still  enjoying  an  escalating  market, 
with  trading  activity  most  prominent  with  coinage 
from  “hard  currency”  countries,  such  as  Canada, 
Japan,  Switzerland,  England  and  Germany.  These 
countries  have  national  economies  backed  by  gold, 
silver,  or  natural  resources,  which  indicates  a 
stable,  healthy  government.  Here  we  also  find  ac¬ 
tive  collector  bases  that  participate  in  both  the 
domestic  and  international  coin  market.  In  con¬ 
trast,  nations  in  the  Far  East  and  Third  World 
have  much  weaker  governments,  with  economies 
backed  by  the  “faith”  in  the  future  growth  of  the 
government.  The  majority  of  the  population  sur¬ 
vives  on  a  day-to-day  basis,  and  coin  collectors  are 
a  rarity.  The  domestic  demand  for  coins  from 
these  countries  is  slim.  On  the  other  hand,  nations 
like  Spain  and  Italy  have  strict  coin  exportation 
laws.  Though  coins  from  both  countries  are  in  de¬ 
mand,  their  prices  are  rising  at  a  slower  pace 
because  of  the  restricted  flow  to  foreign  collectors.
